For 25 y ears, 
ever since the first Hague conference, the 
United States, b oth officially and unoffi­ 
cially , has b een urging it up on the rest of 
the world. 
The form which the court has 
finally taken is largely the work of an 
American, Elihu Root. 
Europ e was suf­ 
ficiently astonished at American refusal 
to enter the league, after insisting cn it 
as an essential element of p eace, b ut it 
has an even greater cause for chargin in 
American hesitation over the world court.

The cour^ can serve one p urp ose 
and one p urp ose only —the p revention of 
war. 
That is the only ap p eal it can have 
for Americans. 
If the United States b e­ 
comes a memb er, it can withdraw at any 
time; if at any time, that is, it b ecomes 
ap p arent that the court is b eing used to 
draw this country within the Europ ean 
sy stem, or to op p ress the. weak and ag­ 
grandize the strong, then this country 
has a smip le remedy — it can cease to b e 
a memb er.

BOSTON, Dec, 30.—Warning was 
issued today by Senator Capper, re­ 
publican, Kansas, that unless the 
tariff was made to apply to agri­ 
cultural crops its protection probab­ 
ly would be removed from m anu­ 
factured products. 
Addressing the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce, tho senator declared 
that some “practical and sensible 
w ay s” must be found to take care 
of farm surplus. 
“Something must 
be done, and 
speedily , in regard to the trouble­ 
some m atter of crop surplus,” he 
said. 
“It is inevitable, it seems to 
me, that some arrangement must be 
made whereby , when there Is a sur­ 
plus to export, that the surplus, say 
10. 15 or 20 per cent of the crop, 
will not govern the price of the en­ 
tire crop. 
“Either our tariff must apply ef­ 
fectively 
to agricultural 
surpluses 
or its benevolent protecting hand is 
likely , I fear, to be removed from 
f)ur surplus of manufactured pro­ 
ducts.” 
Declaring that national prosperity 
was dependent on agricultural pros­ 
perity ,
